PREDICATION 


The predication for this investigation is based upon prior 
FBI investigations, sensitive and singular information developed from 
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Omaha 


other pending FBI domestic terrorism cases, and public source 
information related to the U.S. anarchist movement. 

I. CRIMETHINC in Des Moines. Iowa. 2002 

FBI Omaha first became aware of CRIMETHINC during the summer 
of 2002 when it sponsored a "circus tour" or gathering in Des Moines, 
Iowa (for further details review 100-OM-C43559 , serial 648). 

CRIMETHINC advertised itself as a "social phenomenon." 
CRIMETHINC' s 2002 advertised activities included doing "anarchist 
oriented activities /performance in places where those things are not 
common. " CRIMETHINC sought to bring together like-minded individuals 
or groups from throughout the United States to meet in Des Moines for 
a convergence on 08/15-19/2002. 

CRIMETHINC maintains a Web site at www.crimethinc.com. The 
Web site provides a glimpse into what CRIMETHINC is, advocates, and 
does. CRIMETHINC is a loose-knit organization comprised of 
individuals who are anarchists or support anarchy. CRIMETHINC 
supports "direct actions, " which is a term sometimes used by 
extremists to justify criminal acts. 

FBI Omaha is also aware that several persons affiliated with 
extremist domestic terrorism groups such as the Animal Liberation 
Front (ALF) and Earth Liberation Front (ELF) also adhere to anarchist 
philosophy to justify criminal acts such as committing arsons, 
participating in riots, assaulting law enforcement officers, and 
destroying property. 

In August 2002, during the same time frame as the CRIMETHINC 
and GREEN ANARCHY meeting in Des Moines, Iowa, two criminal activities 
occurred which FBI Omaha suspects is linked to those who attended the 
CRIMETHINC sponsored events . 

On 08/18/2002, 1200 mink were released by unknown persons at 
a mink farm in Bremer County, Iowa. No persons were arrested for this 
incident. The ALF later claimed credit for the mink release. 

A second incident occurred on 08/21/2002, at the Marsh 
Insurance Company's office headquartered in West Des Moines, Iowa. By 
way of background information, Marsh Insurance Company had been 
targeted by elements within the radical-militant animal rights 
movement to include ALF and STOP HUNTINGDON ANIMAL CRUELTY (SHAC) . 
These extremists targeted Marsh Insurance Company since it did 
business with Huntingdon Life Sciences (HLS) , a company which uses 
animals while performing medical research. The incident itself 
involved the spray-painting of a Marsh Insurance Company sign by 
unknown persons saying "STOP HLS." Additionally, SHAC propaganda 
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posters were also distributed within local stores during the same time 
frame.

The CRIMETHINC event in 
Des Moines advertised that it will include events such as a film 
festival featuring a movie entitled "The Fourth World War, " music, 
direct action and skill sharing. Following the Des Moines meeting, 
CRIMETHINC states "Our goal from there is to transport everyone that 
attends the convergence directly to NYC for the Republican National 
Convention. This will be a good way to meet new people and contacts 
so when we arrive at the Republican National Convention with a small 
army of new friends who want nothing more than to see the RNC end in a 
total failure, as well as keep each other safe throughout."

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IV. CONCLUSION 


Based upon the previously reported information, FBI Omaha 
believes that sufficient predication exists which warrants a criminal 
investigation into the activities of CRIMETHINC and those associated 
with it. CRIMETHINC and its adherents justify committing criminal 
acts in furtherance of an assortment of philosophical goals to include 
anti-globalization, anti-war, and extremist animal rights and 
environmental rights causes . Those criminal activities in the past 
have included violations of various federal and state laws including 
arson, riots, and theft. 

FBI Omaha intends to conduct a proactive investigation which 
will include but not be limited to the following steps: 

• Attempt to obtain FBI source coverage of the CRIMETHINC 
convergence in Des Moines, Iowa, from 08/20-26/2004. 

• Prevent any planned domestic terrorism acts in Iowa by 
conducting appropriate outreach with local, state and 
federal law enforcement agencies within Iowa and 
surrounding states prior to 08/20/2004. 

• Prevent any planned domestic terrorism acts in Iowa, by 
conducting appropriate outreach with logical domestic 
terrorism targets or previous victims to include Marsh 
Insurance Company, Iowa Mink Fur Producers, Iowa State 
Fair, Des Moines Primates Research Facility, Iowa State 
University bioengineering research centers, etc., prior 
to 08/20/2004.* 

* It is to be noted the Iowa State Fair commences on 
08/12/2004, and will end 08/22/2004. The United States 
Secret Service, Des Moines, Iowa, advised that 
President Bush, as well as presidential candidate 
John Kerry, are tentatively planning to attend. 

• Conduct surveillance in attempts to identify any 
persons associated with CRIMETHINC and to determine if 
any criminal activity is ongoing within Iowa. 

• Attempt to gather information, intelligence, or 
evidence which could identify future criminal acts 
planned to be conducted at the RNC and promptly 
notifying appropriate FBI entities.

Recently opened co-op tantalizes students seeking a low cost 
living arrangement and an environment centered around 
studying

Since its days as a drug and alcohol rehabilitation 
center on campus, the house a^l^^Ajd'e^sB' 
has seen many changes in recent years'. Now ’ 
known as the Janet Smith Cooperative, the home 
provides a studious atmosphere. not typical of most co-ops. 

For many students, trying to study at home without distractions is already difficult, 
but living with almost 30 other roommates in a cooperative environment can make 
that mission nearly impossible. With its recent opening of a third house, JS 
Cooperative, the national group Students' Cooperative Association hopes to 
improve the local scenario by offering a co-op arrangement that provides an 
appropriate academic environment as weii. 

The JS Cooperative, which opened in mid-June, has expanded the SCA's 
membership by 21 new residents, bringing the group to a total of 81 participants 
this fall. This includes the other two houses on campus, the Lorax and the 
Campbell Club. All three are entirely student-run and include communal food and 
supplies in their leases. In contrast to the two other houses at the University, the 
newest addition aims to provide an atmosphere that reduces the common 
distractions of living in a co-op. While the Lorax and the Campbell Club have 
nearly 30 residents each, the new building will hold close to 20. 

"It's a smaller house," said membership recruitment coordinator Ben Cutler. 'This 
means less people, less traffic and less noise. It's much more study-oriented." 

The JS Cooperative also enforces quiet hours between 11 p.m. and 8 a.m., 
features a study room and prohibits pets and parties. Cutler said these kinds of 
changes are designed to cater more toward graduate students and other students 
who are looking for not only a low cost living arrangement, but one that provides a 
studious atmosphere. 

Adam Harter, a senior fine arts major and current 
resident of the JS Cooperative, said he moved 
from the Campbell Club because of the calmer 
environment. 


"I really liked the whole idea of a co-op," he said. 

"But the other co-op was a lot more of a heavy 
party atmosphere and this house has a lot less of 
that."

BROWNSVILLE - The telegram from famous pilot Charles Lindbergh sent Mr. and Mrs. Thompson into a flutter. He’d 
be their dinner guest, of course -- but how on earth would they find a cook, leam the Charleston and sober up the maid 
in time? 

By noon Saturday, the Thompsons' woes had been chuckled over by more than 1 00 visitors to "Carriage Me Back," 
Brownsville's annual opportunity to travel back in time. 

This year’s event is set in 1927. From noon to 4 today, visitors can experience a visit to the Linn County Museum, a carriage ride through 
town and a tour of the historic Moyer House, all accompanied by costumed characters of the era. 

Tour tickets are $5 for adults and $3 for children through age 11, Proceeds go to the museum and preservation of the Moyer House. 

"How do you pick which year?" a visitor asked ticket-taker Myrna Baughman. 

Gary Timms, sporting suspenders and a gold sheriffs star, wobbled over. "Actually, it was a good drinking year," he slurred, swaying a little. 

"I know all about it. I'm a peace officer." 

Timms had "sobered" by the time he climbed aboard the horse-drawn carriage to lead the tour through '20s-era Brownsville. He 
congratulated everyone on board - "You have all been cleared as teetotalers and milk-drinkers -" then introduced two federal revenue 
agents, "Jerry Mander" and his wife, "Sally Mander."

"Oh, they gotcha, Paul!" one called. 

"He didn't even share!" protested another. 

Prohibition also played a part at the Moyer House, where the Thompsons (Jim Bitle and Sandra Weingarten) scrambled to shape up their ;■ 

tipsy maid (Della Klinkebiel). \ 

Downstairs, the Thompson "daughters^Affc^and’.EIindrsSattleri gave Charleston lessons. Visiting mesmerist Zigmund Jung practiced : 

hypnotism on timid Sister Lavlnia. In the kitchen, the Thompsons, learning the cook had absconded with the milkman, pressed aprons on \

"I’m afraid they’re going to put me to work if I stick around here!" joked Carthal Harvey of Sweet Home, - 

"We may, sir," the costumed Cousin Pauline, played by Judi Mallars, told him earnestly. "We have big doings going on around here with Mr.

Local Anti-Globalization activist jailed for 'intent to disrupt RNC' 
in Des Moines. 
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The journey to New York would be a prolific one. One to remember and one to 
cherish. First, the group of five Las-Vegans arrived in downtown Des Moines at 
the Greyhound- Jefferson bus station after two days of shaky half-sleep. This 
would amount to have of their cross country trek to the RNC. The for such a stop 
was an anarchist pre-convention, loosely aligned with Crimethinc., in which direct 
action skill shares and rides to New York were to be shared. Although the 
convergence was to last only 8 days one of their party would remain in Iowa for 
almost a month. 
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Christian, detained for criminal mischief and possession of a concealed weapon , 
was to be held ’’until the end of RNC actions at the very least" according to one 
officer. Although his involvement with a group who was 'around the scene of a 
broken window' and theft prompted his arrest, the political motivations behind his 
arrest are all to clear. But little beknownst to us the Veil of Surveilance goes 
deeper and further back than we had imagined. 

Among the skillshares there was one on homemade musical instruments (drums 
and did-gir-ee-do from pvc pipe) for use in a Reclaim die Streets/Des Moines 
FoodNotBombs action and a foe-breathing skill-share (with lamp oil, twine and 
wire hangers). The campsite we were staying at had a community bam and we left 
u our materials from the city up in the attic of the bam and went into town for a 

"This Bike is a Pipe Bomb" show. Although the band never came and a different 
band Floob scheduled itself for a few days later, upon returning to the camp PVC 
pipe and lamp oil were missing. They had been confiscated by the authorities and 
used as evidence against our group upon supsicion of 'anarchist terror groups 
constructing pipe bombs for the RNC'. 

Upon the arrest of Christian the group e was with were interogated and their car 
searched. Their mapquests of the campsite and the house in-town were we were 
staying were seized. The house was surrounded and anyone who left was 
interoogated and intimidated. The house, believed to be a squat, was under heavy 
surveilance and to be searchhed for stolen property and everyone was to be 
arrested for violating tenet laws. The National Lawyers guild was reachhhed and a 
liberal lawyer briefed us on our rights and then left shortly after leaving us "know 
your rights" pamphlets as she walked out the door. At this point the owners of the 
house became very anxious and distrustful. Our original group of 30 was cut to 15 
by this point and the remaining 1 1 were kicked out (4 were caipooling to the RNC 
the next day). This is when everyone scattered. 

In the confusion everyones ride to the RNC was lost, the cops won in their battle 
to prevent us from going, one activists remained jailed and the solidarity of our 
convergence-group was smashed. 

According to Christians' girlfriends' brother, at the time of my writing this article 
Christian is out of jail. My apologies for posting this so late but I have just settled 
for a week in south eastern Minnesota with two warrants in Iowa. One of the 
reasons I wanted to go to NY was to witness the foil fory of the police and war

m'achine, and I witnessed it in Iowa first hand. After dealing with FBI, State and 
local authorities I am unshaken in my critique of power relationship and authority 
figures. Although the convergence faced severe repression many strong ties were 
made and a unified theme came out of this. IF THE AUTHORITIES TAKE OUR 
MOVEMENT SERIOUSLY THAN WE HAVE TO DO THE SAME. DON'T BE 
NAIVE, DON'T FUCK AROUND AND MOST OF ALL (fuck-shit-up+) DON'T 
GET CAUGHT. 

I regret missing the RNC and using the groups funds to get stranded on the other 
side of the country but regret is no way to live, and I am meeting with some 
travellers soon to begin a primitivist adventure in to the reaches of northh-eastem 
Minnesota (near Canada and lake Superior than on and on). Never Retreat Never 
Surrender. 

Release all Prisoners from the racist Prison-industrial Complex. And support the 
plight of prisoners of class-war and other political fugitives.

The Web site provides a glimpse into what CRIMETHINC is, 
advocates, and does. CRIMETHINC is a loose-knit organization 
comprised of individuals who are anarchists or support anarchy. 
CRIMETHINC supports "direct actions," which is a term sometimes 
used by extremists to justify criminal acts. 

FBI Omaha is also aware that several persons affiliated 
with extremist domestic terrorism groups such as the Animal 
Liberation Front (ALF) and Earth Liberation Front (ELF) also 
adhere to anarchist philosophy to justify criminal acts such as 
committing arsons, participating in riots, assaulting law 
enforcement officers, and destroying property.

Insurance Company's office headquartered in West Des Moines, 

Iowa. By way of background information, Marsh Insurance Company 
had been targeted by elements within the radical -militant animal 
rights movement to include ALF and STOP HUNTINGDON ANIMAL CRUELTY 
(SHAC) . These extremists targeted Marsh Insurance Company since 
it did business with Huntingdon Life Sciences (HLS) , a company 
which uses animals while performing medical research.

IV. LAS VEGAS REPORTING - CRIMETHINC and ELECTRONIC DISOBEDIENCE 

DEFCON 12 (DEFCON) is an annual event that was held at 
the Alexis Park Hotel in Las Vegas, Nevada, from 07/30/2004 - 
08/01/2004. CRIMETHINC gave a presentation at DEFCON on 
07/31/2004, titled "Electronic Civil Disobedience and the 
Republican National Convention. " An undercover tape was made of 
the CRIMETHINC presentation at DEFCON. The CRIMETHINC panel was 
composed of a white male in his mid-20's with dyed blonde hair 
and an Asian female with large dark sunglasses and dark hair in 
her mid-20's as well. The presentation was given by the unknown 
white male. The Asian woman assisted the unknown white male by 
advancing the slides of the PowerPoint presentation. FBI 
analysis an d the UCE from the Chicago Division identified this 
woman to be I I from the Chicago, IL, area.

targeting the RNC. CRIMETHINC indicated that it intends to start 
these events on 08/22/2004 and continue through the end of the 
RNC. The presentation talked about using hacking techniques in 
an effort to create actions of electronic civil disobedience or 
"hactivism. " It contrasted hactivism with cyber terrorism saying 
that cyber terrorism wants to instill fear in people and 
hactivism wants to bring people together with a specific 
political agenda. CRIMETHINC contends that acts of hactivism are 
legitimate protests with a political foundation. 

CRIMETHINC was encouraging individuals to shut down the 
RNC and disrupt it in any and every way possible. The hactivism 
part mentioned the usage of electronic "sit-in" scripts to 
disrupt Republican Web sites, continuous sending of black sheets 
into faxes and e-mail, bombarding known republican e-mail 
accounts. The physical disruption encouraged individuals to shut 
down power in Madison Square Garden, shut down RNC shuttle buses 
by getting on them and pulling the emergency switch, sneaking 
into the convention by volunteering, and once inside creating 
disruption, and to physically harass known republican delegates 
(300A-LV-38111, serial 3) . 

The unknown white male mentioned that the CRIMETHINC 
organization will not be part of the attacks, but they would 
coordinate them among the different willing and able individuals 
and also serve as the media relations focus point (300A-LV-38111, 
serial 3) . 


The cyber attacks are to be made in a two -prong 
strategy. Disruptions on Web sites will begin on August 22, 2 004 
in an effort to stir media discussions away from the RNC. The 
second phase will begin on 08/29/2004 and will consist of the 
electronic sit-in scripts and the e-mail, fax, and telephone 
electronic bombing to disrupt their infrastructure. The DEFCON 
12 personnel made a statement that they did not support the views 
of CRIMETHINC and did not support this type of action in any way 
(300A-LV-38111, serial 3). 


V. RECENT CRIMINAL ACTIVITY BELIEVED TO BE ASSOCIATED WITH 
CRIMETHINC 


Circa 08/04/2004, Iowa State University (ISU) , Ames, 

IA, was the victim of three instances of vandalism, at least one 
of these incidents is believed to -be associated with CRIMETHINC. 
Information on CRIMETHINC ' s Web site was left behind at the 
vandalism site. An unidentified person (s) used a black marker to 
write anti -government and anti-capitalism statements on ISU 
property.

VI. HISTORICAL CRIMINAL ACTIVITY 


CRIMETHINC sponsored a "circus tour" in the summer of 
2002 which spent time in Des Moines, Iowa, circa August 2002. 
Only about a half-dozen people participated in the 2002 Des 
Moines CRIMETHINC gathering. Although no criminal activity was 
linked directly to this tour, two criminal actions typically 
associated with eco-terrorism and animal rights extremists 
occurred during the same time frame . 


(1) On 08/18/2002, 1200 mink were released by unknown, 
persons at a mink farm in Bremer County, Iowa. The Animal 
Liberation Front (ALF) later claimed responsibility for the mink 
release. No persons were arrested for this incident. 


(2) On 08/21/2002, unknown individual (s) spray-painted 
"Drop HLS" on the sign at Marsh & McLennan Company (Marsh) , West 
Des Moines, Iowa. By way of background, Marsh had been targeted 
by extremists including ALF and STOP HUNTINGDON ANIMAL CRUELTY 
(SHAC) because Marsh conducted business with Huntingdon Life 
Sciences (HLS) , a company which uses animals while performing 
medical research. No persons were arrested for this incident. 


VII. CONCLUSION 


Based upon the previously reported information, FBI Omaha 
believes that sufficient predication exists which warrants 
opening a Preliminary Inquiry (PI) into the activities of 
CRIMETHINC and those associated with it . CRIMETHINC and its 
adherents justify committing criminal acts in furtherance of an 
assortment of philosophical goals to include anti-globalization, 
anti-war, and extremist animal rights and environmental rights 
causes. Those criminal activities in the past have included 
violations of various federal and state laws including arson, 
riots, and theft. 


FBI Omaha intends to conduct a proactive investigation which 
will include but not be limited to the following steps: 


• Attempt to obtain FBI source coverage of the 

CRIMETHINC convergence in Des Moines, Iowa, from 
08/20-26/2004. 
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• Prevent any planned domestic terrorism acts in Iowa 
by conducting appropriate outreach with local, state 
and federal law enforcement agencies within Iowa and 
surrounding states prior to 08/20/2004. 


• Prevent any planned domestic terrorism acts in Iowa 
by conducting appropriate outreach with logical 
domestic terrorism targets or previous victims to 
include Marsh Insurance Company, Iowa Mink Fur 
Producers, Iowa State Fair, Des Moines Primates 
Research Facility, Iowa State University 
bioengineering research centers, etc., prior to 
08/20/2004.* 


* It is to be noted the Iowa State Fair commences on 
08/12/2004, and will end 08/22/2004. The 
United States Secret Service, Des Moines, Iowa, 
advised that President Bush, as well as presidential 
candidate John Kerry, are tentatively planning to 
attend. 


• Conduct surveillance in attempts to identify any 
persons associated with CRIMETHINC and to determine 
if any criminal activity is ongoing within Iowa. 


• Attempt to gather information, intelligence, or 
evidence which could identify future criminal acts 
planned to be conducted at the RNC and promptly 
notify appropriate FBI entities.

During this Crimethlnc 
"convergence," participating anarchists converged on a farm 
located in Shelbyville, KY, bringing with them large considerable 
media attention. This group was reportedly responsible for 
vandalism that occurred near a courthouse in Columbia, Missouri 
in the preceding days.

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During this convergence, approximately 50-60 
individuals set up camp in the middle of the farm located outside 
of Louisville. Access to the camp site was limited and regulated 
by Crimethlnc participants. Individuals wearing masks and 
bandanas identified all persons attempting to gain access to the 
camp site. 


State and local law enforcement were very aggressive in 
their overt surveillance of the participants during this 
convergence. Traffic stops were initiated against those 
individuals in violation of traffic laws, identified and then 
released. Kentucky State Police and Louisville Metro Police air 
units conducted several fly-overs of the campsite on numerous 
occasions throughout the days of the convergence . Media was not 
granted any interviews and participants attempted to hide from 
the cameras. Media began reporting on the group using footage 
they obtained via fly-overs from their air units . 

On 08/08/2004, the camp site at the farm was vacated. 
The majority of the persons participating in the convergence left 
the Louisville area in favor of a less public location. Posted 
on the Crimethlnc website, an advisory stated that the location 
of the convergence would be moved due to "looming police 
oppression. " There were no incidents of criminal activity nor 
arrests associated with Crimethlnc while they were in Louisville,

Moreover, FBI Las Vegas has developed information that 
CRIMETHINC may conduct "Electronic Civil Disobedience" or cyber 
attacks in an effort to disrupt the RNC. To date, FBI Omaha has not 
obtained any additional information regarding potential cyber attacks 
against the RNC. 

Investigation by FBI Omaha JTTF has identified or partially 
identified approximately 25 individuals who are, or may be, planning 
to travel to the RNC. The investigation has also revealed possible 
vehicles that may be used to caravan people to the RNC. This 
information is summarized in this communication and photographs (when 
available) are enclosed for all receiving offices. Investigation has 
reflected that many of these individuals have been involved in local 
criminal activity since their arrival to the Des Moines area. As a 
result, FBI Omaha JTTF has furnished information to law enforcement 
agencies in efforts to reduce planned criminal activities, recover 
stolen property, and identify persons involved in committing criminal 
acts . 


I. CRIMINAL MISCHIEF AND VANDALISM IN DES MOINES 

While in the Des Moines area, individuals associated with 
CRIMETHINC have been involved, or are suspected of being involved, in 
a variety of criminal activities including: vandalism, theft/shop 
lifting, and property damage.

DISRUPTION OR DISMANTLEMENT OF AN ORGANIZATION 

Supplemental Page to the Accomplishment Report (FD-515) 

This supplemental page is ONLY required with the FD-515 when a field office is claiming either a disruption or 
dismantlement of an organization . 

A. Definitions: 


An organization is a group of individuals with an identified hierarchy engaged in significant criminal activity. These 
organizations often engage in multiple criminal enterprises and have extensive supporting networks. 

A disruption occurs when the usual operation of an identified organization is significantly impacted so that it is 
temporarily unable to conduct criminal operations for a significant period of time. This disruption must be the result 
of an affirmative law enforcement action, including, but not limited to, an arrest, indictment, or conviction of the 
organization’s leadership, or a substantial seizure of the organization’s assets. 

A dismantlement occurs when an identified organization is incapacitated to the point that it is no longer capable of 
operating as a coordinated criminal enterprise. The dismantlement must be the result of an affirmative law enforcement 
action, including, but not limited to, the arrest, indictment and conviction of all or most of its principal leadership, the 
elimination of its criminal enterprises and supporting networks, and the seizure of its assets. The organization must be 
impacted to the extent that it is incapable of re-forming with its original ability to conduct criminal activity. 

B. Reporting limitations: 

More than one organization may be investigated under the same file number; however, each organization must be 
individually identified. An organization can only be dismantled once. A dismantled organization cannot 
subsequently be disrupted. An organization cannot be disrupted more than once on the same day. An affirmative law 
enforcement action resulting in multiple arrests, seizures, indictments, or convictions of an organization’s members 
should be reported as one disruption or one dismantlement of that organization, depending on the impact on the 
organization.

This goal was realized through a series of briefings 
held with the major law enforcement agencies within the Des 
Moines, IA area by the JTTF . Additional briefings and 
coordination was made with the U.S. Secret Service based upon 
frequent visits to the state of Iowa by Presidential candidates 
and other designated protected persons . 

Another outreach techniques included a National Law 
Enforcement Teletype, NLETS, which was sent to all Iowa law 
enforcement agencies, requesting those agencies to be alert for 
possible acts of domestic terrorism or other criminal activity 
based. upon the presence of those associated with Crimethinc in 
the area .

FBI Omaha full and part time JTTF members were briefed

Lastly, FBI Omaha's Field Intelligence Group, FIG, 
alerted all FBI Omaha employees of the potential for criminal or 
terrorist activity as a result of the Crimethinc convergence.

FBI Omaha accomplished this goal by having JTTF members 
advise private industry to include the above-listed entities that 
persons known to be affiliated with the anarchist movement were 
planning to meet in Des Moines, IA during the time frame of 
08/20-26/2004. As a result, these contacts with the private- 
sector allowed for potential victims to increase their vigilance 
during the time frame of the Crimethinc convergence . JTTF 
members also briefed U.S. Military recruitment centers as those 
locations had also in the past been identified as possible 
targets for anarchists involved in criminal activity.

The goals of this investigation were met. FBI Omaha 
believes that the proactive measures taken were successful and 
disrupted Crimethinc members from traveling to New York City in 
order to possibly commit additional crimes intended to disrupt 
the RNC, and was successful in preventing additional crimes from 
being committed within Iowa by this group. 


No further investigation remains regarding the 
Crimethinc convergence from 08/20-26/2004 in Des Moines, IA. The 
identified Crimethinc members have been entered into ACS for 
indexing, and the respective FBI Divisions have been notified of 
the identity of those individuals within their territory. 

No information has been received from New York City 
that any of the Crimethinc Des Moines convergence members were 
involved in any criminal acts to disrupt the RNC. As a result, 
FBI Omaha is closing captioned case.
